PROBLEM, 


A writer in" Enginecring” to band 
makes some importint, observations 
in the course of un interesting article

| kupervision, these men wonl] never 
have been allowed'to. enlist in the 
fighting army.

(onch worker, At the beginning of 
ithe war, it was only one or two 
classes of workers who were inclined 
to occasional idle doys, but later there 
has beeh an increase inthe number 
of men absenting themselves occasion:
